REVOLT IN BANGKOK GAOL. 


“RURVAN PRISONERS SHOT. 7 +1 


Saturday, April aand, by the sudden appearance 
of a dense cloud of smoke In the directton of the 
‘New Gaol and by the report that a serlous out.. 
break had occurred among the convicts, wha 
had set fire to the workshops, Strangely enongh, 
@rumour had recently been circujated to’ the 
effect that a afsing among the-pelecuers was 
planned for the 1oib.of the Slamese month,’ 
which would have been the isth inat,; but Ilttle 
attention was pald-to the report, It appears that’ 
the convicta employed ia the saw-ysrd and work. 
shops of the gaol selatng their opportunity while 
only one warder was at hand, rose at a precon~ 


gerted signal, The warder was tendered |. 


Powerless; and then’ several of ‘the 
fire to the’ place. while others 

to break open the. door with hatchets, In 
this they were immediately succextfal, as the 
door gave’ way easily, in spite of tie strong 
locks and bolts with which it was-pravided. 
As there was no obstacle between this door avd 
the high'yoad, the convie's, to the number of 
twenty-three, wera inatantly at litge—the awk. 
ward position of the sentry-turrets preventing 
them being fred on from above. The ‘milltary 
guatd of the prison: promptly tumed aut, and 
fired with dendly effect ro the escapi-g pri- 
soners, who, were seriously hampered by. their’ 
chains, Seven of them were killed or mortally 
wounded, four others were no desperately wonnd- 
ed that they died shortly afterwards, seven more’ 
wounded men: were rem-ved to the gaol hospital, 
four were ténaplured ‘on the frllowing day 
(Sunday), end ore te will at targe at thetime of 
wrlting—thls making up the complement of 
twenty-three who got out, Among those 
tecaptured was the ring eader of the outbreak, 
and itiv a noveworthy ‘act that dnly one China- 
Man was among those concerned in the rising. 
Several dramaticincldents motked the occasion, 
The, warder, who waa seired by the mutincers 
and beld as a screen between them and the 
guard, wis inadvertently: shot by the latter fo 
the region of the. shoulder, the bullet afterwards 
pursuing its course and mortaly wounding one 
of tho prisoners. One man was shot.in end- 
¢cavourlng to swim the crnal, Another,. on

The Foreign Minister, the Minister for Local

gentlemen working unceasingly, It was under- 
stood that one of the very badly wounded limbs 
would havetobs amputated on Sunday, but it war 
taltimetely decided not to por orm the operation, 
the choice peing humanely left to the injured 
man himself; whose Ilfe, we may add, ip der- 
paired of, ‘The dead'and,, wounded. prisoners 
whom we saw appeared to be in fine healthy 
condition, a tribute to ihe ‘excellence and 
suffilency of tho prison ‘rations, “One fucident, 
of the mutiny which among ‘others has been 
misrepresented, {a the lg caused among the 
acetal prlsoners by the tumult—the real fact 
ing that a number of those in the main square 
broke {nto the lodge for shelter, where, however, 
they: did no tiarta.
